Before 1800 It wati the general cus¬ 
tom for tbe state legislatures to ctwoee 

the electors, and It was Dot entU 1828 
that presidential electors were chosen : 
In nearly all the states by popular vote. ! 
As late as 1370 tbe Colorado legislature 
chose tbe three presidential electors to 
rej>foaeut that state. There Is nothing 
In the constitution to prevent any stats 
legislature naming Its own electors 
without nppcql to tbe people provided 
such a method of election Is prescribed 
by tbe stste laws. 

From 1800 to 1824 presidential candi¬ 
dates were chosen by tbe members of 
congress In caucus, in 1824 the elect¬ 
oral college failed to make a choice 
from tho candidates so submitted, and 
the matter wont to tbs bouse of repre¬ 
sentative*. Four year* Inter Tennes¬ 
see* legislature nominated Andrew 
Jackson 'without any reference to tbe 
congressional caucus. Ills opponent, 
John Qotocy Adams.' waa notuluoted In 
tbs old way. but that was tbe end of 
presidential nominations by congres¬ 
sional caucus.—New York Sun.
